THE PROVINCIAL LEGrlSLATURE. 

ProeecdlneB die Second Sosslon of the 
Fifth Parliftment. 

THIRTY-FOURTH DAY. 

Monday, March 26. 
Mr. Speaker took tho ohair at 2:20 
o'clock. 

Prayers were ofFerod by tho Rev. ATr, 
Beanlands. ' 

UKI'Oll'I'S. 

Ool. Hiikur prusuiitod tho report of the 
private bills cuiiiinitteo asking that tho 
standing ordur.s bo HiLspoiided to allow the 
iiiti'oihictiuii of tliu Victoria city priv.'iiu 
bill; a petition from Samuel Greer fur a 
private bill; and that tho time for receiv- 
iii;^ ruports be oxtondud till ilio 10th 
April uoxt. Report received. 

VICTOItlA CITY HILL. 

Mr. Duck asked leave to introduce a 
bill as petitioned by X'ieforia city. 

Lcavo granted; bill road a tirat time and 
referred to the privatu bills comuiittoe. 

IlKUKNS. 

Hon. Mr. Uobsoii priwented a return of 
all jiapors in coiniectioii with the callnig 
together of the lui^islatiiie. 

Hon. Mr. Kobaon presented a copy of 
thu report of tho conniiission appointed to 
co;;5,')l;c!atu the provincial statutSB. 

Hon. Mr. yoru"" presented a return of 
all papers in <ionnection with the clniin of 
Geo. Murdock for lands in Ba^le Pass. 

LIQl>OU LIf'KNSE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Robsoii said that in moving 
the second reading of this measure he 
realized the responsibility thiit rested upon 
him. Tho necessity for legislation in 
this direction would, ho thought, be .id- 
initted oil all bainls. During his thirty 
years' experience in Brilisli Culiiiubia bu 
was not aware of any legisialion having 
been more loudly called fur by tho Jjeojilo. 
During several years petitions praying for 
some measure of tho kind had been sunt 
ill to the house. During the present ses- 
sion petitions bearing some three thou- 
sand siLniatiircH liad lieun presented. — one 
from this city alone bo'iig signed l>y aoiiiu 
twelve lumdrod and ninety per.sonH, from 
tlie Bishop of Uolumbia down; and in ad- 
ilition to these there had been api)eals 
fnnn intltumtial oeelusiastieal bodya and 
from tomperaiice oV;ganizationa. He also 
referred to petit iona, protusta and appeals 
from outlying districts iiakuig either for 
restriction or prohibition. One of theae 
petitions sent in a year or so ago, was 
from the district of Cassi.-ir, praying for 
i.,i.„i f., l.i.. t,,... , 

v.^,.,.. i.iO.... ,1.... .....^....o .V,,. 

of that petition was that it was signed by 
every pei-son in that district holding a 
iieeiiso to sell mtoxicating li(|Uors ! Tbore 
i-iiuld lie no doubt as to tho necessity fiir 
such legislation and the desire of the 
country for it. He felt that it wiw un- 
necessary to dwell upon the evils and coat 
of tlio trallic. Indeed tlio whole subject 
had been so fully and ably discussed that 
he felt he could adviuice nothing new, 
shed no freah light upon it. The traffic 
was proved to be tho cause of nine-tenths 
of the crime and misery in the v^orld, and 
we know even from our own experience in 
this province how enormously it increas- 
ed the cost of the administration of 
justice. Whatever might bo his own 
personal views on tlio subject nf pro 
hibition, iio did not ])roposo iouisiaticjii 
upon that line at the present time. It 
was not proposed to take any ext^enio 
step, and he contended that the pro3enc 
measure was w very muderato one aj com- 
pared with those from which it hud been 
chiefly compiled. He invited tho .ttten- 
tion of hon. nieiiibers to some of its lead- 
ing provisions. As stated on a former 
occasion, ita governing principles were 
local option, limitation, regulation and 
higher licemie fe^. The jirinciple of local 
option was one' 'which he felt assured 
would commend itself to every fair- 
minded person in and out of the house. It 
wasinaccordanco with ouraysteiiuif govern- 
ment that tiiom.ajority should rule; and if,iii 
any community a majority were averse to 
the introduction of a licensed hou.se it 
should not be in the power of anyone to 
force it upon them. As to the policy of 
limitation, ho thous'ht it was eiiually in- 
controvertible. Take, for instance, a 
community onlj' sulHciently largo for six 
saloons to do a i.aying business by legiti- 
niato trade in intoxicating lifiuors. License 
double that number, anil what will hap- 
pen y They will snnply bo driven to do 
buainosB on illieit lines, and be inKtanced 
a case in poinfc, where ojio of the dcilurs 
came out in the public newspapers, and 
frankly admitted thiit aa there were more 
licensed places than could possifjly live 
by legitimate trade, they were compelled 
in resort to illegal means, such as 
gambling and soiling to Indians. ' In this' 
respect also, the present measure was ox- 
troniely moderate. In the city of 
Toronto, for instance, there was only one 
liquor liconao to every eight hundred of 
the population. By restricting the r.uin- 
ber of licenses ,'ind imposing a high fee, 
this traflic would bo ynidiiidly conlined to 
iiioro iresponaibli! and reH[)t]ctablo men, 
and tnus tho evils arising from it would 
be lessened. Another important provision 
of the measure was that which pre- 
vented the supplying of litpior to 
minors or habitual drunkards. Ho 
was quite sure everyone would reprobate 
tho giving of liquor to boya or girls under 
age, and the practice of soiling to habitual 
drunkardfl was equally reprehensible. He 
knew mbtb ihah- one oommuiiity where 
("his was done,' where men, in every oth.er 
way estimable and loVjElble, had so com- 
pletely yielded to the appetite for stnnig 
drink an to give theinaelvoa completely uj) 
to it and literally beggar their families. 
There were iiiatancus even in this city, 
where the poor wife liivd with tears, im- 
plored the dealer uolr to supply the mad- 
dening cup to the husband, but in vain. 
He was glad to believe there wore noble 
exceptions — liquor dealers who would not 
supply lii|i,or to auch |ioisona; but, tiii- 
fortunatcly, tbeie were others who would. 
It was surely pi'»iper, it was our duty to 
put a stop to such a he.irtleas, such an un- 
brotherly practice. Tho bill proposed 
limiting the hours of s.'de during week 
nights, and prohibiting the the .sale on 
Sunday. Without rising to tho higher 
piano uf liionility iiliii leliglnii at all, niliu- 
ly it would not be denied tli.'it to rest one 
day in seven was good. It was good for 
both man and bcv.st; and sureh' it niust 
bo good for those engiigud in liquor tr dlie. 
Ho felt conlident that a majority of those 
in the trade would really )jrefor absolute 
rest from their business on the Sabbath, 
if llie closing of the licensud iiunsoH wuro 
uniform and universal. Tho dilliculty in 
the way of Sunday cloHing in towns 
and cities only was this, thu trade would 
be carried on outside the city limits, and 
dealers naturally objected; but if Sunday 
closing were enforced throughout the pro- 
vince, this objoction would bo removed 
ami tile dealer would enjoy his day of rest 
like other poeplo, at church or in tho 
bosom of his family. He felt confident 
that if it wore put to those in the trade it

would favor Sunday cloaing, provided it 
were uniform throughout tho country.

It 
was only when they proposed to "appro- 
jjriate" the revenue to any particular ob- 
ject thiit the section applied.

THE HliJH SCHUOLS. 



The question that is wrapped up in the 
proposition of the Government to cast on 
the municipalities a portion of tho finan- 
cial burthen of supporting free schools is, 
in reality, the existence of the free high 
schools. The position in tho Logislatur-: 
is simply this: A large majority — nearly 
live-alxths— of the mombera of the Legis- 
lature^re|>^9i;^nt ■ .^is^octs \j.here,, high 
Bchools^havetnotbeen estiabHsli^^d. . Theso 
' members niturally point to the fact that, 
while the districts'fchey represent are taxed 
to kua^in .liHe "P^ derive 
no benefit from" them. ' They, therefore, 
say, with much force, that it is unfair to 
ask thoir constituents to pay for that 
which thoy have not the reinotust oppor- 
tunity of enjoyini;, but which the\' 
are called on to assist in maintaining. The 
proposition of these inunihers is reason 
able and if poople in cities dcsiro to keep 
the high, schoolsij-aiii a part of. the free 
school system they will have J;o davoto ii

purposes to the support.ot "those I schools 
If they should, e:tpres8 va<.con^rj^ desin 
then the high schools as ' free sckools will

for the sustenance of so important a sec- 
tion of the school system aS' . the' high

The New Vork Herald contains a- clev- 
erly written treatise on Senator Fryo and 
Ilia views rc's[ieciiiij^ the rights aiul wants 
of Yankee tialienutiii. It will be ronieni- 
bored that tho Senator from Maine re- 
cently told his follow citizens with great 
positivenesB 'and painful particularity just 
what the- Gloucester fishermen wanted, 
and what they must have. 'There we're 
three things ho said they wanted,— just 
three things, no nioro, no loss. Two of 
these three things he was good enough to 
specify in the words following: 

"The right to purchase provisions, bait, 
ice, seines, lines and other supplies and 
outlitsfor an outi,'(>in'4 lisliing voyage — not 
[irovisioiis or supplies on which to get 
homo, but supplies on which to get out to 
the banks. It would likewise bo a con- 
venience if our tishermen could sliij) 
crows. Let me illustratu: A vessel of 
lishermon sails from Gloucester- for tho 
hanka of Nova Scotia. From Gloucester 
to tho banks ovdiniirily is a voyage of six 
days, from Nova .Scotia to the banks a day 
and a half. That vessel sails short of 
hands. She will tiike in at (jlcnicester say 
twelve hands to complete her crow. She 
wants twenty hands, that is eight inoro. 
Now, if she could go to Nova Scotia or 
Prince Edward [aland and ship her eight 
iiien there she would avoid the cxpt'iiso of 
paying and boaidiiii; these men for the 
greater part of tho outward trip and the 
return trip as well." 

To these two privileges he subsequently 
added the privilege of transhipping tish in 
bond. These tliree privilejfes ho held 
Cumprisc-d the sum toLal of the ilsher- 
men's wants. His exact words were: 

" Now,, no man can name anything olau 
that will be convenient to our fishermen 
or that our fisliermen want except the.io 
three thing.s, and tlioai.- three thiii.gs are 
not given in this treaty." 

But thoy wanted all these three things, 
and would not lio aatistied niilu.ss they got 
tliein. Tliat was Senator Five's position; 
.111 the aliscdiile necessity for those thrco 
privileges being granted to Yankee fisli- 
Li inen, he took his sti\nd, and defiod the 
world. 

But the Herald writer goes back to Oc- 
tober, 1886, and unearths an interview 

with Senator li'ry.<, ..f O.v'.i date,- jns! 
when he was fresh Iroiii having " investi- 
gated the whole siilijci-t," as a nuiinber of 
the Senate's OouuiiisMioii nf iMupiiry. In 
this interview i\Ii'. l''rye was oiiually ]iosi- 
tive and ei|UMlly particular. Hut, as the 
fates would have it, he was very far from 
agreeing witli tiie views promulgated by 
him now. He then siiid : - 

"The testimony of the owner.-* and lish- 
ennen taken at Gloucester, also at boston, 
ProvincotowH and Portland, was entirely 
agreed on the following points: That 
there is no necessity at all for our fishing 
vessels to enter poi'iH of Canada for any 
I)urposes except those provided for in the 
treaty of 1818 — viz., for shelter, wood, 
watei: and rei»ir8. 

* ♦ * * * * 
The lishermen idso concur in saying that 
these comiiiercial privileges ^ are of no 
value. It lias been geiicr.illy understood 
that tbe right to purchase bait is a very 
valuable one, but the evideiu e not only 
shows that it is of no value, but the pre- 
pondenm'ce of testimony is that tho right 
exorcfaed ''does liibro harm than good - 
that the time consumed in going into and 
out of tlie port aiid ijoing thence to the 
banks again costs the tishermen more than 
the value of the bait. 

great unuiiniity that they retiuire ab- 
solutely nothing of Canada other than the 
treaty rights of 1818; that it is. better foi 
thorn when tliey stivrt on their cruises to 
provide their vessels with overyth'ing that 
is necessary for the cruises, bait' and" all, 
than to le;ivo anything to be provided foi 
in Canaila. " 

In short. Senator Fryo, (jnly sixteen 
months ago waa liniily convinced that 
lishorinen of Maine and Mabsaciiuselts tlid 
not want, any of "tlie three things" he now 
demands as essentiaL - He was then per- 
fectly satisfied that none of ' "the three 
things" woiild.be of any benefit to them. 
Thoro,wa8 only "one thing" that, accord 
ing to Senator Frye in October, 1880, tlx 
fishermen wanted, and tliat is not mnont 
the list of things lie now says thoy want 
He said, speakini; of tin; tisiiornian: 

"'I'heir r^jniedy for e.\istiiig troubk-; 
with their business is a higher duty on 
salt fish, also. a duty, on fresh lish." 

So, according to Senator Frye, what 
they then w^anted was something thai 
they don't want now, and ivhat they want 
now, in (Jetober 1880 was clearly in 
good to them !

The amount of land demandod, viz:

But let us suppose the extromo case, 
and that as soon as the i)romoter8 obtainetl 
their scrip, after coiiipletiuii of tho rail- 
way, they at once located the wlude iiOO,- 
000 acres of land. This land at present 
returns no revenue whatever but it would 
then pay wild land tax at 7 cents per 
acre, tvhich would at enee give a revenue 
of .^21,000 per annum to the Province, 
besides property too. Now it is not like- 
ly that tho promotora would bo so insane 
as to allow the hind to be idle 
and pay Sl'1,000 a year for the 
privilege of doing so. Let us suppn.^e 
that it waa all timbered land. What 
then l The timber must be utilized f(u- 
pr 'lit and would pay a rtiyalty of perhaps 
seventy-live cents per 1,000, and taking 
the very moderate amount of 5,000 feet 
au acre, the liOO.OOO acres would give 'a 
return to tho government of $1 , !L>a,(KM). 
liesidiis this, must be taken into account 
the trade which would bo created by the 
doveloijiiieiit of the country and the 
revenue which would bo derived there- 
from. ' Hero then is tho result to the 
prin iiice (jf the terrible bugbc-ir which is 
"•?t i!)> by "Watchful," viz., that the 
pi.Mii,i[.crs might actually take up the 
whole amount of nOO.OOO aci-e.s in tiniher 
lands! Hot 1 fear there is n,. sncl. luck 
store for the province as that they 
W(mld do so. The fact ia this a(;rip, if 
printed, will be thrown on the market 
like the E.iglo Pass scrip and in the 
meantime it does not lock up one acre of 
laud. The experience of tho Eagle Pass 
is that it sells under and not over 
the goveriiiiiont price of land, and it is, 
Ihcnfore, a great advantage to the in 
tending settler. Tho iiroinoters of tlii; 

tilway are bound to eoinmence substaii 
stautial work in six months and expend 
.?100,000 the first year or forfeit thoir char- 
Cimse(iuently we shall know in six 
months whether thoy intend business or 
not. Suppose that the all'air was dropjied 
tlier(5 would be no harm done, no km ' 
locked up and the uoverument will hav 
received tfoOO for the rcadln.; of th" pr 
vate bill. 

On the other hand if the rail- 
way is completed an immediate revenue 
will be joined by provincial revenue tax, 
trade licenses, liiiuor licenses, etc., etc., 
and a great stiiiiiilus to trade given 
throughout the provinci-. Moreover cap- 
italists wtPiild be introduced who would 1)0 
sure to turn their attention to other re- 
sources ill the country and thus tend to 
their development. 

Let us e:ici)ar.igo capitalists by every 
means in (jur jiower and not establish the 
"dog in the niantrcr" policy which is re- 
presented by "Watchful," and which if 
persisted in would de-stroy the trade of 
this province. 

Although tho name of Bakor appears 
among the promoters of this bill I have 
not even tlie honor, of .hia acquaintance 
and have no interest whatever in tho bill 
except the jdesire to.seo my district devel- 
oped iii ft jstatesmaulike manner.
